ACTON OF

"'Practically Accepts Resignation,
But Expresses Hope That Dr.

Strange Will Remain.

ELECT ARCHDEACON TO-DAY

Bishop Gibson Prepared to Make
Nomination.No Co-Educa¬
tion for Woman's College.

The resignation of the Rev. Robert
Strange, D. D., blshop-coadjuter-elect ci

Bast Carolina, ,·- as rector of St.
Paul's Church has been practically ac¬

cepted by the vestry, who, nevertheless,
express the hope that he may alter his

determination to leave Richmond.
Shortly after the election of Dr.

Strange to the bishopric, tho vestry was

hurriedly called to meet and take somo

action toward keeping him here. Before
the members could assemble the com¬

mission from East Carolina arrived
and Dr. Strange after a consultation
announced that he would accept the call.
Thie virtually rendered any action by the
church useless. The vestry met Friday
night and took the matter up. The de¬
talla of tho session are not made public
T?ut it is learned that a committee com¬

posed of Major Robert Stiles, Judge Bev.
T. Crump and Mr. Willlain C. Bentley
was appointed to draft a letter to Dr.
Strange. This was done yesterday, but
the letter for the benefit of the con¬

gregation will be printed first in the
Parish Register ·· which appear» next
Sunday. ? »··· -

The executive committee pt the
Diocesan Missionary Society will meet
at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and will
elect an archdeacon for the diocese.
Bishop Gibson said yesterday that he

will probably be prepared to make a nom¬

ination, but ho would not at that time
Indicate who the man will probably be.
There is but lltUe outside talk concern¬

ing the matter. The nomination Is en¬

tirely In tbe hands of the bishop, npon
whose recommendation tha committee
wtU «leer.
The office of archdeacon Is one of the

moet Important in the diocese, and will
probably command the services of somo

prominent minister of the church. Tho
position canrles a salary not to exceed
&U0O a year.

SERMON TO GIRLS.
Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, of Grove Avenue,

preached tho baccalaureate sermon be-
foro the graduating class of the Woman's
College at the First Baptist Church on
Sunday night. Tho attendance was vory
large. The sermon wae an eloquent one
on the subject of "The Hlghor Education
of Women and the Woman's Collego."
The speaker reviewed the history of the
higher education of woman, and then
spoke of the college here. His concluding
paragraph wan significant:
"At his (Dr. Nelson's) suggestion the

name of the school was changed from
Richmond Institute to Woman's Col¬
lege. I am sure that I am warranted ln
paying that It Is Dr. Nelson'e wish that
it may ever remain a woman's college.
He has never had any sympathy with
the co-education fad, and while he re-
mains at the head of this institution
there will never be any doubt as to ils
gender. An application oven from the
most effeminato young man In the nation
would be turned down with an emphasis
that would never be forgotten. Cor
education will soon be a dead Issue."

Virginian in Tennessee Wages
War for Civic Righteousness.
A short while ago there closed in

Memphis one of the hottest munlnlpul
campaigns in Its history. T'erslsU-p? ru¬
mors of corruption were afloat.
? reform movement was started and an

organised fight made upon tho "Ins."
In the forefront of this movement was a

young Virginian, Rev. W. E. Thompson.
pastor of the FJrst Methodist Church.
Not only from his pulpit d.d he set
forth the principle of civic righteousness,
but one of the'leading papers of the o.ty
turned over to him its columns, and
from lhs point of vantage he sent ter¬
rific broadsides Into the ranks of "the
ring." A dozen "leading men" were ar¬

rested on a'warrant sworn out by him,
end a prominent layman for alleged con¬

spiracy to break the peace of the Sab¬
bath by engaging In ra-clng. They in
turr. entered suit .against the signers of
th» wan ¡.¿a tor ,???,?? damages for

"malloions prosecution." Hotter and
hotter grew the fight and closer nnd
closer the lines were drawn until the
day of tha primary election, Mey 12th.
When the ballots were counted It was
found that the reform, movement had
swept the city.victory perching upon
their banners In almost every whrd.
Mr, Thompson will bo In the city In a
few days.

PARKER NOT
THE CAUSE

Mr. Murphy Makes Explana¬
tions Concerning the Warfare
Against Senator McCarren.

HITS BROOKLYN SENATOR

Says McCarren Wanted Wide
Open Town and That ""

Led to Battle.

In Saturday's Issue of The Timee-Dls-
patch there was printed a special from
Washington, which brought out the fact
tint there wns a movement on foot to
oust Charles F. Murphy, the present lead¬
er of Tammany Hall Democracy.
Yesterday's New York Tribune contains

an interview which does not bear direct¬
ly on this subject, but sets-forth the de¬

tails of the present, trouble existing be¬

tween Senator McCarren and Mr. Mur¬

phy.
Tho Tribune says:
The statement of Mr. Murphy, given

out by Thomas F. Smith, secretary of

Tammany Hall, was In the form of

questions -and answers. Tt was as fol¬

low«:
"Have you seen the statement Issued

yesterday by Bird 8. Coler, in which he

Insists that the differences between your¬

self and Senator McCarren arose over the
question of police-policy in Brooklyn, and
not over politics?" Mr. Murphy was ask-
i-cl last night,
"I have," replied the Tammany loader.
"Then, Mr. Murphy, the assertion which

has frequently been made that you and
the senator disagreed because he favored
the nomination of Judge Parker Is not
true?"

IL is absolutely false." declared Mr.
Murphy emphatically, "and Senator Mc¬
Carren knows It."
"How about his charge that you havo

been trying to curtail Brooklyn's autono¬
my?"
"That lalso Is absurd and untrue, as re¬

cent events show. Det me say now, as

emphatically as I can, that Senator Mc-
Cnrren's declaraUons in favor of Judge
Parker had absolutely nothing whatever
to do with causing our disagreement, nor

had any alleged interference on my part,
either directly or remotely, with Brook¬
lyn's, autonomy. Nobody knows that
better than does Senator McCarren.
These reasons have been given out by him
to the publlo In order to disguise the real
cause.
"You will note that no complaint was

ever hoard of any Interference with
Brooklyn's affairs unUl It was rumored
that the police commissioner had become
dissatisfied with his Brooklyn deputy.
Put when that deputy was removed the
charge wns then for the first time loudly
proclaimed. It seems strange that. In¬
stead of assuming that the commission¬
er's action was prompted by politics, the

newspapers did not ascertain tho real

causé."
"Do you mean, Mr. Murphy," he was

asked, "to Intimate that the former

Brooklyn deputy police commissioner was

removed because of something that re¬

flected upon his conduct of police af¬

fairs In Brooklyn?"
"Commissioner McAdoo is better able

to answer that qtientlon than I am,'''
replied the Tammany leader. "In con¬

nection with the suh.iect of Brooklyn's
autonomy, I wish to say that every ap¬

pointment of Brooklyn men to office

under the present administration before

tho removal of the Brooklyn deputy
police commissioner was made on the

recommendation of tho Brooklyn Democ¬

racy, of which Senator McCarren wns

the leader. There was no complaint
thon of any Interference with Brooklyn's
autonomy.
"People should remember that just be¬

fore the recent city election Tammany
Hall, against which the fight was made
principally, promised a good, clean gov¬
ernment in the event of success. If

moral foulness exists, no matter by whom
encouraged, the blame will fall upon Tam¬
many Hall, especially If tho foulness is
In Brooklyn. Hnd less concern been
shown recently for the preservation of the
decency of Brooklyn there might havo
been no difference between Senator Mc¬
Carren and myself, no pretenso that he
was opposed because of his views on the

presidential question, and no excuse that
ho Is fighting ln defense of the autonomy
of Brooklyn.
"In other words, the sole cause of the

disagreement between us was over the
fulfillment or non-fulfillment of the

pledges made to the people by the
Democracy of this city that the Démo¬
cratie administration would not stand for
blackmail and corruption of any kind
anywhere In Greater New York, no mat¬
ter by whom encouraged, but that the
people would get what was promised
them.a clean, economical and efficient
government."
Tho statement then adds;
"Police Commissioner McAdoo was seen

at his homo and asked ns to Mr. Mur¬
phy's reasons for the removal of Henry
F. Haggerty. Senator MoCarren's law
partner, as deputy police commissioner
for Brooklyn.
" 'Mr. Murphy's reasons for Haggerty's

removal are correct,' declared the police
commissioner. 'Politics figured abso¬
lutely not at all In his removal, which
was because Mr. Haggerty was entirely
out of sympathy with the administration
of nffalrs ln the police department. That
being the case, for tho good of the ser-
vico he was removed and his placo filled
by a man who was willing to act In har¬
mony with the police commissioner. In
regard to any other feature of Mr, Mm·.
Phy's interview, I 0an say nothing nt
this time. To-morrow I shall read It In
type, nnd probably shall be willing to
dictate ami Issue a typewritten stnte-
ment covering my participation In the
case.' "

MOSQUITOES;
THEY MUSTGO
There Will be Uniform Laws to

Accomplish Their Utter
Annihilation.

ALL THE STATES TO ACT

The Pest as a Disease Distribu¬
tor Discussed by Govern¬

ment Experts.

WASHINGTON, June 6..Extermina¬
tion of the disease carrying mosquito by
the united efforts of State organizations
nnd legislation was the most Important
topic of the conference of the State and
provincial board of health representative«
which has Just come to a dose here
Uniform legislation by the various States
for this purpose was demanded by a

resolution 'unanimously passed
The mosquito and its relation to man

as a disturbing factor has long been

a source of InvesUgatlon by the scientists
of tho Agricultural Department and other

exports of tho government Tho Marine
Hospital service, under the direction of

Surgeon-General Wyman, conducted a

serlos of Investigations, and all these in¬
quiries agree in the conclusion that the
mosquito carries Infection and Is largely
responsible for the ravages of yellow and
other dangerous fevers.
Mr Henry Clay Weeks, of Bayside,

Long Island, secretary of the National
Mosquito Extermination Society, read an

elaborate paper, taking the view that the
mosquito cannot breed without water and
that, therefore, if the surfaco of the
water wore coated w,th oil, mosquitoes
would bo unable to propagate tholr kind
and the dangers due to their presence
would cease to exist»
Such a policy ln yellow fever coun¬

tries would, Mr. Weeks says, "effectually
eradicate that fever. Those who say
there Is any other means of contracting
yellow fever and malaria than by tho
bile of Inoculated mosquitoes must prove
their case. The reverse has been shown.
Resolutions calling for legislative as¬

sistance ln dealing with tho mosquito
pest were adopted. These resolutions de¬
clare that "It has boen established that
the diseases of yellow fever and malaria
are transmissible, by mosquitoes of cer-

tain species," and that It therefore is
"the duty of State boards of health to
obtain such legislation and appropria¬
tions as may be necessary to Insure
drainage of swamp lands and to treat
the surface of shallow pools and ponds
with such substances as are recognized
as being destructive to the life of mos¬
quitoes of all species."
During the discussion it was contended

that with the proper use of larvlcides
and drainage for eliminating mosquito
breeding conditions, there would be vast¬
ly less loss of life during the construc¬
tion of the Panama Canal than there has
ever boen ln the construuetion of like
works.

FARMER SHOOTS ENEMIES
Kills Two Men as Result of Bad
Feeling of Two Years' Standing.
A special to Monday's New York Her¬

ald from Lexington, Va., says:
Edward McCormlok, a young farmer of

Prownsburg, sixteen miles from here,
last night shot and instantly killed John
W. Wade and Arthur Blackwell.
The shooting was the result of bad feel¬

ing that ha<j existed between the men
for three years. It'Is asserted that Wa-da
and Blackwell had boen drinking and
